Faces  in  History 

Lake  Forest  College  has  a  diverse  student 
body,  and  each  of  these  faces  are  a  part  of 
L.F.C's  history.  This  year  a  total  of  1,066 
different  faces  can  be  spotted  around  campus. 
This  includes  283  freshmen,  277  sophomores, 
287  juniors,  and  211  seniors  (8  students  are 
unclassified). 

As  far  as  gender  is  concerned,  women  out- 
number men  by  almost  100  students.  The  stu- 
dent body  is  54%  female  and  46%  male. 

In  the  fall  of  1990,  10%  of  the  students 
attending  were  minorities  (Asian,  Black,  His- 
panic and  American  Indian).  International  stu- 
dents comprise  3.2%  of  the  student  body.  Of 
the  students  from  the  U.S.,  45%  are  Midwes- 
temers  while  19%  are  Easterners.  Surprise!  Not 
everyone  here  is  from  the  East  Coast.  The  For- 
ester considers  the  Midwest  to  be  IL,  WI,  IN, 
VA,  and  Ohio.  The  Eastern  States  are  MA,  CT, 
NH,  VT,  NY,  RI  and  Maine. 

According  to  Wayne  Doleski,  approximately 
30%  of  LFC  faces  belong  to  a  fraternity  or 
sorority. 

In  the  school  year  1990-91,  these  faces  be- 
came part  of  LFC  history.

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Kuwait,  Hussein,  Iraq.  One  year  ago  these 
words  meant  littJe  to  the  typical  American. 
They  were  merely  places  on  the  other  side  of 
the  world  and  an  insignificant  man  who  lead 
an  equally  insignificant  country.  In  the  early 
morning  hours  of  August  2,  1990,  however, 
these  three  words  suddenly  took  on  a 
ffightening  new  meaning. 

Following  negotiations  and  promises  by 
Iraq's  diaator,  Saddam  Hussein,  not  to  use 


force,  a  powerful  Iraqui  army  invaded  Kuwait. 
Within  three  days,  120,000  Iraqi  troops  with 
850  tanks  had  poured  into  the  small  country. 
To  the  alarm  of  the  American  public,  the  U.S. 
wasted  no  time  in  answering  the  agression, 
building  up  a  U.S.  force  of  well  over  100,000 
troops  in  neighboring  Saudi  Arabia.  As  of 
mid-Octobet,  that  number  rose  to  200,000. 
Their  purpose.  Pentagon  sources  claimed,  was 
to  defend  the  desert  kingdom  from  a  possible 


Iraqui  attack. 

Despite  the  government's  reasons  for 
deploying  troops,  many  Americans  became 
suspicious  of  another  Vietnam  and  protests 
reminiscent  of  the  1960's  were  organized.  Lake 
Forest  students  themselves  protested  in 
downtown  Chicago  along  with  college-age 
students  aaoss  the  cotmtry.

Throughout  the  year,  the  world  has  seen 
;overnments  collapse,  rebuild,  or  reunite.  In 
iastem  Europe  the  Communist  party  became 
econdary  to  those  seeicing  democracy.  In 
'rague  demonstrators  demanding  an  end  to 
Zommunism  lit  candles  and  placed  flowers  on 
bloodstained  sidewalks  where  police  had 
ittacked  protesters.  This  was  the  largest  rally  of 
ts  kind  in  20  years.  While  the  demonstrators 


tried  to  reach  Wencelas  Square,  poUce  attacked 
them  with  tear  gas,  dogs,  and  clubs. 

Meanwhile,  U.S.  and  Soviet  relations 
continued  to  warm  up.  In  June,  President 
Bush  and  Soviet  President  Gorbachev  met  in  a 
summit  and  signed  a  sheaf  of  agreements.  The 
fruits  of  their  diplomacy  resulted  in  a 
conditional  trade  accord  and  a  prelimary  deal 
to  cut  long-range  nuclear  arms. 


In  Eastern  Europe,  months  of  debate  and 
years  of  struggle  came  to  an  end  when  East 
Germany  and  West  Germany  became  the 
Federal  Republic  of  Germany  on  Oaober  3.

In  each  of  her  two-hour 
performances,  the  singer  ran  through  a  series  of 
accent  and  costume  changes  that  made  some 
conservatives  seethe.  Whether  or  not  Madonna 
has  the  talent,  she  is  proving  herself  as  a 
controversial  boundary  breaker  especially  in  her 
videos.  MTV  banned  her  video  "Justify  My 
Love"  on  the  grounds  it  was  indecent.

The  twenty-three  year  old  Irish  singer  with  the 
shaved  head  has  been  topping  the  charts  and 
won  video  of  the  year  by  a  female  artist  at  the 
MTV  music  video  awards. 

Another  mover-and-shaker  this  year  was 
filmmaker  Spike  Lee.  He  scored  big  with  his 
film  "Do  the  Right  Thing."  The  thrity-three 
year  old  Lee  says  that  he  is  looking  forward  to 
the  day  when  he  no  longer  has  to  sell  himself 
to  the  movie  industry  like  some  new  kid  on 
the  block. 

Speaking  of  New  Kids,  that  five-member 
Boston  based  group  is  still  hot  among 


teenagers  everywhere.  To  date  they  have  sold 
over  twenty  million  albums  and  have  had  five 
top  five  songs.

10,  in  spite  of  losing  their  two  star  players, 
iric  Davis  and  Billy  Hatcher  to  injuries. 


Cincinnati  relied  on  Jose  Rijo  and  rallied  for 
two  runs  in  the  eighth  inning  to  win  2-1,  and 
that  was  it. 

Meanwhile,  Nolan  Ryan,  pitching  for  the 
Texas  Rangers,  won  his  300th  game  on  July 
31,  defeating  the  Milwaukee  Brewers.  "I  feel 
more  relieved  than  anything  else  after  all  the 
build  up,"  Ryan  said  after  joining  the  300 
club  with  this  win.  Ryan  became  one  of  only 


ten  major  league  pitchers  to  win  300  games. 
In  the  world  of  pro-football,  Joe  Montana 
made  history  in  August  by  negotiating  one  of 
the  richest  contraas  ever  in  NFL  history  with 
the  San  Francisco  49ers.  He  will  be  paid  13 
million  dollars  over  four  years  to  play  football. 
Called  the  greatest  quarterback  in  the  history 
of  football,  he  will  now  be  paid  more  than  any 
other  quarterback  ever.

This  year  was  one  of  smiles  and  triumphs 
for  everyone  from  world  leaders  to  beauty 
queens. 

Nelson  Mandela,  longtime  prisoner  of  the 
South  African  government  was  released  in 
February.  Given  a  life  sentence  in  1962  for 
plotting  a  goverrmient  overthrow,  Mandela  was 
finally  set  free  after  lengthy  negotiations  with 
President  F.  W.  de  Klerk.  Mandela  then 
proceeded  to  embark  on  a  six  week  tour  of 
three  continents.  At  the  age  of  71,  Mandela 


visited  14  nations  in  Europe,  North  America, 
and  Africia  achieving  his  goals.  These  were  to 
urge  foreign  governments  to  maintain 
sanaions  agaisnt  South  Africa,  raising  funds 
for  the  African  National  Congress,  and 
explaining  the  goals  of  his  movement. 

Meanwhile  in  Nicaragua,  Violeta  Barrios  de 
Chamorro,  publisher  of  that  country's 
opposition  newspaper,  led  a  14-part  coalition 
to  viaory  over  Sandinista  rule. 

Despite  her  political  inexperience,  Chamorro 


declared,  "The  Nicaraguan  people  have  shown 
that  they  want  to  live  in  democracy,  in  peace, 
and  in  freedom." 

A  little  closer  to  home,  celebrations 
continued  as  Marjorie  Judith  Vincent,  Miss 
Illinois,  took  home  the  crown  of  Miss  America 
1991.  A  pianist  of  Haitian  descent,  the  25 
year  old  is  a  third  year  law  student  at  Duke 
University  and  graduated  from  DePaul 
University.

Many  issues  caused  controversy  in  American 
ociety  in  1990.  One  was  the  dispute  over  flag 
)uming  rights.  In  June  of  1990,  the  U.S. 
ienate  rejeaed  a  constitutional  amendment 
igainst  flag  burning.  The  senate  voted  58-42 
n  favor  of  the  amendement,  leaving  it  nine 
'otes  short  of  the  required  two-thirds  majority 
leeded  for  approval. 

President  Bush  called  for  approval  of  the 
neasure,  which  read,  "Congress  and  the  states 
hall  have  power  to  prohibit  the  physical 
ieseaation  of  the  flag  of  the  United  States." 


With  Democratic  leaders  saying  that  the 
amendment  amounted  to  placing  limits  on 
freedom  of  speech,  the  house  rejected  it  as 
well.  Many  Americans  agreed  with  this 
viewpoint,  while  still  others  held  the  opinion 
the  flag  is  a  sacred  symbol.  Although 
lawmakers  will  not  get  a  chance  to  reconsider 
for  quite  some  time,  the  debate  will  continue. 

Another  current  that  swept  across  the 
country  was  the  rise  of  a  new  "conservation 
generation"  to  care  for  the  Earth's  now  fragile 
environment.  On  April  22,  1990,  an  estimated 


200  million  people  all  over  the  planet 
celebrated  the  20th  anniversary  of  Earth  Day. 
In  Washington,  Earth  Day  founder  Gaylord 
Nelson  urged  more  than  100,000  people 
massed  at  the  foot  of  the  capitol  to  work  to 
motivate  pohticians  and  corporate  leaders  to 
environmental  aaion. 

Since  then  environmental  groups  have 
multiplied  and  awareness  about  the  state  of 
our  planet  has  increased  as  well.  LFC  itself  has 
institued  a  recycling  program  along  with  many 
other  American  communities.

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History  Makers  Pass  Away 


As  the  world  moved  on  business  as  usual, 
many  lives  that  affected  us  in  one  way  or 
another  came  to  an  end.  Entertainers  such  as 
Ralph  Abemathy,  Greta  Garbo,  and  the 
legendary  Sammy  Davis,  Jr.  were  among  those 
who  died  during  the  past  year.  Stevie  Ray 
Vaughan  was  killed  in  a  helicopter  crash  and 
we  also  lost  orchestra  direaing  genius  Leonard 
Bernstein,  millionaire  Malcolm  Forbes,  and  on 
the  political  front,  Jose  Duaxte. 

The  world  mourned  the  tragic  loss  of  Ryan 
White,  the  young  man  whose  fight  against  the 
AIDS  virus  heightened  awareness  of  the  deadly 


disease.  His  story  was  told  in  a  television 
movie  and  his  funeral  attended  by  luminaries 
such  as  Elton  John  and  Barbara  Bush. 

A  tragedy  occurted  in  May  when  puppeteer 
Jim  Henson  died  from  a  severe  case  of 
pneumonia  at  the  age  of  53.  A  man  who 
influenced  this  generation  perhaps  more  so 
than  any  other  entertainer.  During  his  career, 
he  created  an  endearing  colleaion  of  characters, 
charaaers  of  timeless  appeal.  In  1969 
Henson's  creations  —  Kermit  the  frog.  Big 
Bird,  and  Cookie  Monster  —  first  appeared  on 
public  television's  educational  children's 


program  Sesame  Street.  Then  in  1976  Henson 
branched  off  to  produce  his  own  show 
featuring  his  aeations  in  a  comedy  showcase 
called  "The  Muppet  Show." 

After  its  successful  run,  Henson  went  on  to 
produce  several  motion  pictures  that  showed 
his  genius;  movies  such  as  "The  Dark 
Crystal,"  "The  Muppet  Movie,"  and 
"Labyrinth." 

Although  his  death  was  untimely  and 
ttagic,  Jim  Henson's  creations  —  Miss  Piggy, 
Fozzie  Bear,  and  many  others  —  will  keep  his 
memory  alive  forever.

Donald  and  Ivana  Trump  got  a  divorce!  Oh 
no!  Donald's  billions  are  now  dwindling  down 
to  just  millions.  What  next?  Donald  has 
resorted  to  seeing  bimbo-type  models  while  his 
poor  martyr  wife  prepares  to  go  to  court  to 
take  not  half,  but  a  mere  40%  of  his  worth. 

In  the  meantime,  Ivana  gets  $10  million, 
the  house  in  Connecticut,  one  month  a  year  at 
the  Palm  Beach  estate,  and  the  Triplex  in  New 
York's  Trump  Tower.

As 
they  cry  into  their  silk  pillowcases,  many 
Americans  have  no  pillows  to  cry  into  at  all. 

This  past  year  a  legion  of  clipboard-toting 
counters  sought  out  shelters,  subways,  and 
steam  grates  in  the  broadest  attempt  ever  to 
find  out  the  extent  of  the  homelessness  in 
America.  Some  of  those  surveyed  didn't  mind 
the  intrusion.  One  man  stated,  "It  shows  that 
they  are  starting  to  recognize  us  as  humans 
and  not  the  scum  of  the  earth." 

Different  opinions  emerged,  however,  when 
another  homeless  man  said,  "What  are  they 
going  to  use  the  numbers  for  anyway?  To  tell 
us  there  ain't  no  ptoblem?  I'm  a  living 
example  that  there  is  a  problem.  We  need 
jobs,  not  surveys."  The  U.S.  Census  Bureau  is 
spending  $2.7  million  to  tally  homeless 
Americans,  but  critics  fear  an  undercount  will 
allow  the  government  to  justify  cuts  in  services. 

The  count  now  stands  at  an  estimated  3 
million  people.  These  people  live  on  the  streets 
or  wherever  else  they  can  find  shelter.  It's  a 
problem  that  makes  Donald  Trump's 
problems  seem  rather  shallow.
